JUDGE CLARK'S ADDRESS. 

After a brief imtroduction by Hon. J. H. 
Polhill, Judge Clark said : 

Gentlemen of the Convention: In assuming the 
position of honor and responsibility, to which 
your partiality has called me, rmit meto say 
that I am proud to look npon this assembly today. 
1 behold in you the representatives of the democ- 
racy of Georgia—the representatives of 1 party, 
which. in addition toils splendid ory of earlier 
public services, did, by long and ful struggle, 
redeem this beauteous Georgia land from milita 
oppression and radical misrule, and re- 
our afiairs on the firm basis of constitutional lib- 
erty. I behold in you the fit representatives ofa 
large constituent element of the national demo- 
cratic party, who, for so many years, successfully 
defended and maintained the blessed constitution 
of our fathers, and who stand today a serried host 
around its marred columns and injured temple 
animatcd with the holy spirit of American free- 

om, and solemniy resolved to hand 
down to unknown pentane what yet 
remains of its priceless blessings. I trust that you 
realize the importance of preserving and perpetu- 
ating the unity and efficiency of that party, in ‘all 
its relations. state and federal, and that you will 
not willingly do anyt which can diminish fts 
power for the fulfilment of its high mission.

Let us, then, here exert our combined wisdom 
forthe good of the commonwealth. atever 
differences of opinion, or of policy, may exist 
among us, let mutual forbearance characterize 
our proceedings.

TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION COMPLETED, 

On motion of Hon. W. A. Harris, Messrs. 
Mark. A. Hardin and H. H. Cabaniss, both of 
the county of Fulton, were elected secretaries. 

Hon. D. B. Hamilton offered the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the convention 
proceed tocall theroll ofthe countiea and as 
each county shall be called, that the chairman of 
its delegation hand . the clerk a list of the mem- 
bers composing the delegation from his county. 

Resoved, That in case there is any pending con- 
test between delegations from any county, that 
the Chairman of each contesting delegation hand 
to the clerk a list of the delegates he represents, 
and that this convention shall proceed to dispose 
of the matter of the contest, immediately after the 
completion of the call ofthe roll of the counties, 
in such manner aS a majority of the members 
present may deem best for the interest of the 
dc mocratic party in Georgia. 

‘The secretaries began to call the roll of the 
counties, but the hall was so densely crowded 
that much confusion was caused by the efforts 
of the chairmen of delegations to reach the 
desk of the temporary chairman of the con- 
vention, That officer requested gentlemen 
not entitled to seats on the floor to withdraw, 
in order that the business of the convention 
might not be impeded.

Hon. D. B. Hamilton said that he had noth-

CuicaGo, July 28.—In the anarchist trials 
today, H. L. Gilmer, a painter, living at No. 
50 North Ann street, testified. He arrived at 
Haymarket at 9:45 o'clock. At the corner of 
Desplaines and Randolph streets he ssw the 
wagon occupied by the speakers. Fielden 
was speaking. Witness saw s0me 
one leave the wagon and start 
toward an alley, where four or five 

were conversing. Witness was at the 
mouth of the alley, and at that moment some 
one cried: “Here come the police!” Then 
the men who left the wagon and joined the 
parties in the alley lit a match and placed it 
against something held in the hand of one of 
the ;e-sons. The fuse began to sizzle, and 
immediately thereafter the bomb was thrown. 
Witness was shown a picture of Schnaubel and 
recognized it as thatof the man who threw 
the bomb. 

Question—How many men were there? 

Answer—Four or five, 

Q—You say the man came from the wagon 
and joined this group. Can you recognize 
any of the defendants as that man ? 

A—Yes, that is the man (pointing at Spies). 

When Spies was pointed out, he displayed 
great and palpable agitation.

This testimony, following that of Thompson 
yesterday, ned a most profound sensa- 
tion in the court room, 

Witnees on cross examination said that prior 
to coming to Chicago he lived at Des Moines, 
Ia. He came here in 1879. Mr. Foster de- 
sired to know everything about the history of 
the man who had given such straightforward 
testimony against his clients. He asked 
witness when he learned that a 
premium had been offered for con- 
victien in this case. He ste gee 
that he was not aware that any reward had 
been offered. Witness explained satisfactorily 
as to his whereabouts. He did not appear at 
the coroner’s inquest, but did report the facts 
to the police a few days after the ge 
after having told some of his friends. He 
went to Haymarket to look for a friend who 
had gore there. He did not note particularly 
what Fielden was saying. 

In conclusion Mr. Foster asked: “And you 
say it was Spies who left the wagon?” 

Answer—I do. 

Continuing the cross examination, Gilmdr 
replied that he thought he saw Schwab near 
the wagon. 

Q— Where were you that evening before you 
went to Haymarket ? 

A—I was at the Palmer house, 

Q— What were you doing there ? 

A—I1 desired to see ex-Governor Morrill and 
Judge Ford. 

Witness was plied with all forms of ques- 
tions, but answered them apparently satisfac- 
torily. He worked with a painter next day. 
and, while he spoke of the Haymarket 
tragedy, did not tell what he saw. He did 
not tell the landlord or landlady with whom 
he was staying. He did not think it con- 
cerned them. He only told the state’s at-

Apparently. baffied and exhausted, the cross 
examination ceased, and the court adjourned 
for dinner. 

The anarchists,particularly Spies and Fisch- 
er, appeared to be completely boriie down by 
the damaging character of the evidence so cool- 
ly delivered against them. Gilmer is a long, 
lank man, with a sanctimonious expression of 
countenance, and speaks in a drawling tone of 
voice that almost lulled the spectators to sleep. 
The appearance of indifference in the audience 
was suddenly dispelled when the witness 
identified the photograph of Schnaubel as that 
ofthe man who threwthe bomb. Interest 
was depicted on the face of each listener. The 
judge, jury, counsel, prisoners and auditors 
leaned over in breathless anticipation and lis- 
tened to each word that fell from the lips of 
the heretofore ludicrous witness, and when he 
said, “Spies is the man who lighted the fuse,” 
the most intense excitement prevailed in the 
court room. Every eye was directed at the 
accused man, whose face paled when he re- 
gained his self-possession partially and pulled 
nervously at his® mustache, and leaning over 
toward Mr. Foster, broke into an incredulous 
laugh. For one instant deathlike silence 
reigned, and then the buzz of many hushed 
whispers filled the air, which onée more 
merged into perfect silence as the witness 
pointed to Fischer as 46 onte~—séof 
the men in the alley. It was 
Fischer’s turn to pale and tremble, though the 
expression on his face was one of blank sur- 
prise and astonishment. 

Mr. Foster asked witness: 

‘Mr. Grinnell, you say, is the first man you 
evertold that you knew the man or could 
identify him as the man who lighted the fuse 
and threw the bomb?”

That sight would have 
been a revelation to ‘‘Plain Talk.’’ 


Georgia's New Governor. 

The people of Georgia are neither impa- 
tient nor unjust. They will appeal to the 
record of the next two years from the fretful 
and ill-tempered judgments of General Gor- 
don that have been heard for the past few 
days. 

THE CONSTITUTION is proud of the part it 
took in the election of General Gordon, for 
we accept his nomination as an election. 
We gladly accept whatever responsibility 
may come with it. We simply ask that 
Governor Gordon be judged by the record 
that he shall make in the two years. Noth- 
ing is more unreliable than bad temper. 
And the bad temper of men who aspired to 
be bosses and who turned out to be anything 
else, isapt to be more unreliable than ordi- 
nary bad temper. What they say of Gen- 
eral Gordon is, therefore, entitled to little 
weight. But the record itself is patient, 
definite, sure and reliable. Every act of 
Governor Gordon’s will be recorded. Every 
sin of omission or commission will be scru- 
pulously or unscrupulously charged to his 
account. Let him be judged by that record. 
Let him be held to the strictest accounta- 
bility for all that he does, but let him not 
be judged on all that his enemies charge he 
is going todo. The result of the past cam- 
paign shows that they are not reliable as 
prophets. They asserted solemnly that it 
was impossible for General Gordon to ever 
_ be nominated. Does that set them up as 
prophets? 

If the people ot Georgia—the great masses 
that are independent and uncontrollable— 
that think and act for themselves—ever took 
a campaign in theirown hands and put it 
through in their own way, the Gordon cam- 
paign is the case in point. The psople over- 
rodethe politicians all along the line, and 
were irresistible in their enthusiasm. All 
the known methods of politics were hopeless 
to stay the tide that lifted General Gordon 
into the gubernatorial chair, and that mark- 
ed his campaign as the most remarkable ip 
the history of the state. 

General Gordon appreciates the responsi- 
bility that this overwhelming demonstration 
brings with it. THr CoNsTITUTION appre- 
ciates the responsibility that rests on every 
agency that has been earnest in the support 
of General Gordon. We predict—and our 
prophecy of the late campaign should give 
us enough assurance to speak—that Gover- 
nor Gordon will hold more completely the 
hearts of his people and enjoy more thor- 
ougbly their confidence at the end of two 
years than General Gordon does now. Bat 
let this prediction—with all others of good 
or evil report—be put aside to wait on the 
record; for by his record as governor must 
General Gordon be judged at last. 


Lack of Banking Capital in the South. 

Some very interesting facts have recently 
been contributed to the discussion in favor of 
the re-establishment of state banks, which 
THE CONSTITUTION has been carrying on at 
odd intervals fora year or more. It must 
be admitted on all sides that the commerce 
of Georgia has materially increased since the 
war. Our railway mileage has more than 
doubled ; our cities and towns have increased 
in population; our industrial enterprises 
have been enlarged and increased, and a 
wonderful development has been going on in 
our material resources. 

But, for twenty years, the state and the 
people have been crippled—paralyzed, we 
may say—by a lack of capital. ‘This lack is 
not imaginary. It has been felt in every de- 
partment of business and by every class. 
Mr. Calvin, writing to the Augusta Chroni- 
cle, touches this question with some figures 
that are not only interesting, but startling. 
At present, the state of Georgia, with fifteen 
national and twenty-two state banks, has a 
bspking capital ot Jess than $7,000,000. In 
1£60, Augusta, witha population of 15,009 
souls, had a banking capital of $9,000,000" 
more by $2,000,000 than the whole state now 
bas. Today Augusta has a banking capital 
of about $1,500,000. This comparison will 
hold good in every city in the state, and in 
every state of the south® 

Moreover, the banking capital of Augasta 
and of the state, large as it was, compare 
tively, was profitably employed in 1860, 


whereas even the emall banking capital of | 
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Georgia at this time cannot be employed for 
the benefit of those who most need it, owing 
to the fact that the national banking laws 
limit it to certain uses. In 1860 the bank- 
ing capital of the state was loaned on real 
estate, bonds and notes at a reasonable rate 
of interest on long time. 

The demands of the state are such that 
more than four times the amount of bank 
capital in use in Georgia in 1860 could be 
profitably employed now. This i¢ a more 
serious matter than some of our public men 
seem to think. It is, indeed, a vital matter, 
and it is a little surprising that the senators 
and representatives from the south have not 
united in a movement to give the people re- 
lief. 

There is but one remedy that suggests 
itself, and that is the re-establj ment of 
state banks under such restrictive legislation 
as will keep them‘ out of the whirlpool of 
speculation. Tothisend, it is mecessary 
that the federal tax of ten per cent on circu- 
lation shall be repealed. The legislature of 
Georgia has already adopted a resolution re- 
questing our senators and representatives to 
use their best efforts to secure the repeal of 
this tax, and the legislature of South Caro- 
lina has adopted a similar resolution. In 
response to the Georgia resolution Congress- 
man Allen D. Candler has introduced a bill 
repealing the ten per cent'tax on the circula- 
tion of state banks. What support he has 
had from his colleagues we do not kaow, but 
we do know that his bill has not been press- 
ed as persistently as it should have been; for 
it deals with a matter that is of vital im- 
portance to the southern people. 

Were this bill to become a law, the na- 
tional banks would be benefitted. Undoubt- 
edly such of them as are now reducing their 
capitalin order to employ it profitably, 
would take advantage of the law to become 
state banks. They would then have an op- 
portunity to employ their capital for the 
benefit of themselves as well as for the ben- 
efit of the public. We cordially commend 
these views to the attention of southern con- 
gressmen and southern newspapers. If there 
is anything wrong in them, we should be 
glad to have it pointed out. 


The Gordon Men in Georgia. 

The nomination of General Gordon last 
night closed a campaign that in its incep- 
tion, progress and results, is without prece- 
dent or parallel in the history of Georgia. 

With the close of that campaign will dis- 
band the most gallant crowd of men that 
ever followed any man’s political fortunes— 
the men who supported General Gordon in 
thisrace. They fought against the greatest 
odds. They fought trained and experienced 
politicians, intrenched in positions that were 
thought to be impregnable, and behind 
fortifications that years had been spent in 
building. They conquered by their very 
audacity and their devotion. It was es- 
sentially a fight of the people against the 
politicians. . 

Much has been said of this agency or that 
that secured General Gordon’s nomination. 
It was due more than to any other cause to 
the dauntless courage and the unwavering 
loyalty of his friends in the various coun- 
ties. Such men, moved by such sentiments, 
were simply invincible. 

We say that the Gordon men will disband 
with the nomination of General Gordon. 
We say this because they are not politicians. 
They are business men who will go back to 
their business—farmers who will go back to 
their farm work. They have no political 
axes to grind, no political ends to serve. 
They have fought with Gordon over and 
over, and are ready to fight with him again 
if it hecomes necessary. But, until it is 
necessary, they will go back to their quiet 
and busy lives. Wherever they go, and 
whatever they do, THE CONSTITUTION’S 
heart goes with them, and will abide with 
them. — 


A New Air-Line. 

The believers in the feasibility of aerial 
navigation think they are about to see the 
realization of their dreams. A Professor Pat- 
terson in San Francisco has invented an air 
ship, with which he expects to travel irom 
the Pacific to the Atlantic in two days, car- 
rying 6,000 pounds of passengers or freight. 

The result of the first trip will be anxious- 
ly looked for. Unfortunately the date has 
not been fixed, but this is doubtless because 
the ship has not yet been completed. At 
present there are only two obstacles in tie 
way, but they are mere trifles. The ma- 
chinery bas to be placed in position, but it 
will first have to be made out and out. This 
vexatious delay is owing to the fact that the 
professor has no money and cannot get any. 
Under the circumstances persons desiring to 
cross the continent will save time by not 
waiting for the air ship. 


“Brahmin Caste” Here and There. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which has 
been printing some very interesting letters 
about labor in the south, persists in misun- 
derstanding the facts with which those let- 
ters deal. Ina late issue the St. Louis pa- 
per has this: 

In a certain sense, the plight of the white labo- 
rey in the south is even more pitiable than that of 
the colored laborer. Southern traditions and 
prejudices are inimical tothe man who earns & 
living by daily physical toil, regardless of the col- 
or of hisskin. The idea of personal dignity or in- 
dependence as associated with such persons is not 
accepted in that quarter. Inthe days of slavery, 
it was considered a disgrace for a white man to 
work in a field or at atrade, and that sentiment 
still prevails in spite of the fact that slavery has 
been abolished and the whole labor system placed 
upon anew basis. Those who formerly owned 
siaves and “looked down” upon those who did not, 
bave yet the same feeling that they then had re- 
specting the nature of laborin the abstract, and 
their laws are fashioned in agreement with it. 
They seek to make the.present industria) situation 
a® pearly like that which existed before the war as 
they can. The distinctien between free and slave 
labor is recognized only in a formal sense; practi- 
cally,emancipation has not changed the condition 
eitherof the negro laborer orof the poor white 
man who works for wages as a farmer or mechanic. 

What bosh! In Georgia, we have seen the 
owners of slaves working side by side with 
their negroes, and we have seen the sens of 
slave owners workivg in the same fields with 
their fathers’ negroes. Nothing was thought 
of this, for it was pot an unusual spectacle. 
The Globe Democrat gets its views about the 
south from the cheap novels that were print- 
ed in ante-bellum times, purporting to give 
siudies of life in the south. There was never 
& more industrious or a harder working peo- 
ple than those of the south. We do not 
bope to convince the Globe-Democrat of that 
fact, nor do we hope to. 

The other day some one in the senate— 
probably Miller, of New York—iutimated 
that Ingalls, of Kansas, had been a peddler 
in his youth. This statement made lagalls 
exceedingly indignant, and, not. content 
with a denial on the floor of the senate, he 


caused himself to be interviewed by a news- 
In the course of his inter- 


dler, but,’on the contrary, * to the 
Brabmin Caste of New England,’’ and, from 
the date of his birth to the year of his 
manhood, had never turned his hand to 
work, 

Now, we leave this New England Brahmin 
to. the Globe-Democrat. There is not and 
never wasa ‘Brahmin caste’ inthe south, 
The owners of slaves worked, and the sons 
of slave owners worked, and there has never 
been a day since the revolution when the 
south could notshow a greater number of in- 
dustrious Americans than New England. 


“The Dicky-Bird Society.” 

A cable special informs us that the people 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne helda big jubilee the 
other day. Itseems that the ‘‘Dicky-bird 
society’? recently reached a membership of 
100,000, and it was determined that this 
gratifying evidence of progress should not be 
allowed to pass without being duly cele- 
brated. 

The “‘Dicky-bird society’? was organized 
in 1877, and its membership includes people 
in all parts of Europe, South America, Can- 
ada, and eome parts of the United States. 
The mission of the society is to foster a kind- 
ly feeling towards all living things, and es- 
pecially small birds. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the noble 
order of ‘‘Dicky-birds’’ is not more widely 
known. Our people are benevolent and 
public spirited. They have organized many 
societies for the promotion of laudable ob- 
jects, but we fear that their neglect of this 
new reform association is utterly withont an 
excuse. With the ‘‘Dicky-birds’’ in our 
midst a long felt want would be supplied. As 
matters stand our reformers and benevolent 
citizens have concentrated their attention 
upon Y. M. C. A. societies, hospitals, asy- 
lums, public education, the relief of the 
poor, etc., but the interests of small birds 
have been barbarously ignored. 

It is not too late to make amends. We 
have in every community able citizens who 
are fully competent to organize and support 
“Dieky-bird societies,’’ and a very little en- 
couragement will doubtless bring them to 
the front. In fact, we have men who have 
been ‘‘Dicky-birds’’ all the time, but their 
lack of organization has made their work in- 
effective. Whatis imperatively needed is 
to rally all these ‘‘Dicky-birds’’ together 
under a “Grand Cyclops,’’ or ‘‘Worthy 
Chief,’’ or ‘‘High Daddy,’’ and begin work 
in earnest... The new movement has a future 
before it, and those who feel an interest in 
it should be up and doing.

In a late issue of E] Centinela, published in Paso 
de] Norte, Mexico, I made the assertion that Emig- 
lio Medina was a fhaud, and that the Spanis 
newspaper he proposed to issue in Paso del Norte 
wasascheme to swindle advertisers, etc. This 
morning said Medina took the matter to a Mexican 
court, where I was forced to sign a reconciliation. 
Now, 1 do hereby reiterate my original assertion 
tbat said Emiglio Medina is a frand, andade dead 
beat to the same; also, that his taking advantage 
of the Mexican law, end forcing me to a reconcil- 
iation was contemptible and cowardly. and iu 
keeping with the odious reputation of said Emig- 
lio Medina. Should the said Emiglio Medina de- 
sire American satisfaction for this reiteration, I 
will be pleased to grant him all he may desire, at 
any time, in any manper, A. K. CUTTING.

WASHINGTON, July 28,—In the senate, Mr. 
McMillan, from the conference committee on 
tbe river and harbor bill, reported that the 
committee was unable to agree. 

The chair ‘Mr. Sherman) thereupon laid be- 
fore the senate a message from the house to 
the effect that it had instructed its con- 
ferees to insist on striking from the 
bill] the items as to Portage lake 
end Lake Superior ship canal, Lake Michigan 
end Hennepin canal, S:urgeon Bay aad Lake 
Michigan ship canal, Mississippi river im- 
provements and Potomac river improvements. 

Mr. McMillan remarked that there was a 
parliamentary question as to the right of the 
house to give these instructions and remove 
the conference from being a “fall and free 
conference. ’ 

The senate conferees, however, had con- 
doded to “waive” that question, as the ses- 
sion Was SO near its close and as the interests 
of the country required action on the bill. 
He, therefore, moved that the senate insist on 
its disagreement and agree to the conference 
| asked by the house. 

Afier a long discussion a resolution was 
adopted that the senate insist on its amend: 
ments, including those mentioned in the house 
one, and agree to the conference asked 
or. 

Messrs. McMillan, Conger and Ransom were 
reappointed conferees on the part of the sen- 
ate. 

The senate then took up the fortification 
bill, Mr. Allison giving notice that as soon 
as it was disposed of he would ask for the con- 
sideration of the surplus resolution. 

Mr. Dawes, who had charge of the fortifica-

He invited senators, without 
reference to party, to take into consideration 
the serious character of the pending proposi- 
tiop, and to agree wisely and prudently, and 
in accord with the highest demand of modern 
science, rejuvenate the national coast defenses. 
He was rejoiced at this bill, and only wished 
that it went farther in the same direction.

THE BLUE AND GRAY. 
MEETING OF THE BXECUTIVECOM- 
MITTES YESTERDAY. 

Scme Troubie About the Survey and Deeds to the 
Lot at Westview-The Ten Thousand Dollar 


Stipulation, and What Dr. 0, L. Wilson 
Thinks About It—Money SuMocient. 


The executive committee of the Battle Mon- 
ument association of the blue and the gray 
was held yesterday afternoon, at half past five 
o'clock, in the chamber of commerce. 

Majer Charles L. Wilson, chairman of the 
committee, called the meeting to order, and 
stated that the meeting was called for the pur- 
pese of getting matters in shape concerning the 
lot at Westview cemetery, as there seemed to 
be some hitch about it. ae 

Mr. McBurney arose and said that: the com- 
mittee on interment, appointed under a reso- 
lution adopted ata recent meeting, had not 
attended tothe matter of having the lot on 
Battle Hill euryeyed, nor had they given him 
any iuvetructions regarding it.. He was at a 
loss to know what to do, and desired to get to 
work 

AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE, 

“You know where the lot is we selected ?” 
asked Colonel L. P. Thomas. 

“Yes, sir,’ was the reply. 

“Well, what is the use of going to all this 
expense of surveying?” 

“The deeds have not yet been made, and we 
want no future trouble about this thing. The 

-deed I drew up did not suit the committee. 
The land must be properly surveyed before a 
deed can be made,” 

“There is no need in going to the expense of 
peying out a large sum of money to have that 
land surveyed. I can go out there and stepit off 
and get it near enough right to makea deed. 
My father drew sixty thousand dollars for 
public surveying and I helped do the work. 
Step it off, drive down a piece of plank at each 
corner and then have a deed made to it.”’ 

“The interment committee has not acted,and 

I CAN’T DO ANYTHING. 
Iam unwilling to take any responsibility upon 
my shoulders.”’ 

‘Well, gentlemen,” said the chairman, “I 
am very anxious for this question to be set- 
tled. There are now the remains of sevety- 
five unknown soldiers, boxed and at the ceme- 
tery ready forinterment. I wish there wasa 
full attendance here today, so it could be set- 
tled some way.” 

“They are helping to nominate Gordon,” 
suggested some one, 

“It’s too warm,” put in another. 

“Not near as warm,” said Mr. McBurney, 
“‘as this day twenty-two years ago, when the 
battle was fought on the very ground where 
en to bury the unknown heroes who 

ell.” 

After a lengthy discussion it was decided 
that the chairman and Colonel L, P. Thomas. 
should see the interment committee and have 
the matter adjusted at once so that the re- 
mains of the soldiers could ‘be interred and 
the work of beautifying the grounds com- 
menced. 

TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

In an interview with Dr. Wilsou, he said 
that the stipulation that the association must 
spend ten thousand dollars in five years in 
beautifying the lot, was not mentioned when 
the donation was made. 

“We are in & good financial condition,” said 
the doctor, “but I think the gentlemen 
of the Westview cemetery association should 
bave told us of this stipulation when they 
donated the ground, The association can of 
course spend that much, but it don’t look like 
business to try to force it upon us at the eley- 
enth hour.” 

‘Doctor, how are collections?” 

“No effort has been made to raise money, 
and yet we have a Jarge amount on hand.”’ 

“Tf you don’t mind telling, how much?” 

“Well, | had rather not say right now. We 
are satisfied, and I feel that when an appeal 
is rade to the people they 

WILL RESPOND LIBERALLY.” 

“How soon before an appeal will be made to 
the people?” 

“I can’t say. When this question of the lot 
is definitely settled and the remains are in- 
terred, the people will more willingly sub- 

scribe. Youcan see how such a thing is a 
drawback to the association. So far as that 
ten thousand dollar stipulation is concerned, I 
would not be afraid to go into it with a prom- 
ise to spend one hundred thousand in that 
time. I have the strongest faith in the move- 
ment,for there are the best men of the country 
in the association. Itisa little more than a 
carold now, but much work has been done.”
